Turkeys should not be inbred. Mr,!

Dopular legume in Manitoba; its value 
a8 a soll builder has been definitely 
proven; it fits well into the common 
rotation system of Manitoba; it can 
be depended upon for good yields of 
hay under almost any conditions of 
soll and climate; as a pasture sweet 
clover has a_ carrying capacity un- 
equalled by most crops; it is an abun- 
dant seed producer; Arctic sweet clov- 
er has been recognized as a etandard 
variéty and has given favorable re- 
sults; sweet clover can be made into 
silage, but is apt to become slimy un-

Test New Wheat 
European Mille Will Show If “Quality 
te Better Than Marquis Wheat 

Two bushels of Quality wheat, growa 
in Manitoba, are being sent to Eur 
ope for a special test by the Central 
Selling Agency of the Canadian Wheat 
Pools, for the Manitoba pool. This 
wheat, originated eight years ngo by 
Luther Burbank, has been grown io 
the west for the past three years, Last 
yoar the pools handled four cars ‘of 
this wheat, but as it comes under no 
established grade, it was decided to 
make a test of Its milling values to 
comparison with competitive wheate 
ia the European market. 

C. WW. Burnell, president of the 
Manitoba pool, obtalmed one bushel 
of Quality wheat from the Brandon 
experimental farm. It was grown In 
the Brandon district. Another bushel 
was obtained from D. Ruse, of Brad 
wardine, Man, 

The bushel from Brandon goes to 
the Parts office of the Canadian 
Wheat Pools and will be ground by 
one of the largest mill customers of 
the pool In France, the Grande Mou- 
line de Parts, The other bushel! will 
be ground by the Joseph Ranke’s miu 
in London, England, a firm which also 
does considerable business with the 
pool.
